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This is a decision on the renewed petition filed July 12, 2004, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.378(e) to 
revive the above-identified patent which has expired for failure to submit the 1 1 l A year 
maintenance fee. 

The patent issued February 20, 1990. The grace period for paying the 1 1 '/ 2 year maintenance fee 
provided in 37 CFR 1 .362(e) expired at midnight on February 20, 2002, with no payment 
received. Accordingly, the patent expired on February 20, 2002. 

On April 9, 2004, Petitioner submitted a petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.378(b) 1 to revive the above- 
identified patent which has expired for failure to submit the 1 1 V2 year maintenance fee. This 
petition was dismissed via the mailing of a decision on May 12, 2004.

(3) A showing that the delay was unavoidable since reasonable care was taken to ensure that the 
maintenance fee would be paid timely and that the petition was filed promptly after the patentee was 
notified of, or otherwise became aware of, the expiration of the patent. The showing must enumerate the 
steps taken to ensure timely payment of the maintenance fee, the date and the manner in which patentee 
became aware of the expiration of the patent, and the steps taken to file the petition promptly.
